Tonight  I  would  like  to  share  with  you  a  few  moments 
of  our  wonderful  years  at  Ellsworth  from  my  diary. 

September  8,  1952 

Dear  Diary, 

What  a  day  it  was!  I  never  knew  there  could  be  so 
much  hustling  and  bustling  in  the  same  place  at  one  time. 
How  could  we  ever  find  our  way  around  those  three  tremen¬ 
dous  halls!  Did  I  dare  go  up  to  a  great  big  senior  and  ask 
him  where  room  25  was  located?  Golly,  those  arrows  by 
the  stairs  .  .  .  every  time  I  wanted  to  go  up  or  down  stairs 
the  little  red  arrow  would  tell  me  I  was  going  the  wrong  way. 

With  small  white  card  in  hand  and  the  will  to  find  the 
way,  we  little  freshmen  became  acquainted  with  each  room, 
teacher,  and  upperclassman  (in  one  way  or  another). 

Yes,  it  was  bewildering  at  first,  but  after  the  first  month 
or  so  we  all  felt  a  real  part  of  Ellsworth  High. 

The  Senior  Get-Together  was  our  first  social  event.  It 
was  loads  of  fun  and  we  got  a  good  look  at  the  seniors.  Gee, 
they  weren’t  so  bad  after  all. 

Later  on  after  we  had  become  acquainted  with  each 
other,  we  elected  our  class  officers.  They  were  president. 
Jack  Rose;  vice  president.  Bob  Kilpatrick;  secretary,  Ardelle 
Smith;  and  treasurer,  Herbert  Hunt. 

Other  than  the  precious  addition  of  new  freshmen  to 
Ellsworth  that  year,  the  faculty  welcomed  some  other  ones. 
Miss  Arax  Charkoudian,  English  teacher,  Mr.  John  McMillan, 
boys’  physical  education  instructor  and  coach,  and  Miss  Jean 
Janelle,  girls’  physical  education  instructor  and  social  studies 
teacher,  became  a  part  of  our  big  happy  family. 

How  I  remember  one  of  our  first  assemblies!  It  was  a 
spelling  bee  among  all  four  classes  —  Marcia  Adams,  Esther 
Lathrop,  and  Bob  McClatchey,  who  was  our  class  genius 
and  got  five  E’s  the  first  marking  period  (and  by  the  way 
has  kept  this  excellent  record  almost  throughout  his  four 
years  at  E.M.H.S.)  represented  our  freshman  class.  Were 
we  ever  proud  when  we  won  the  contest!  I  wonder  whether 
we  really  proved  that  the  youngest  are  the  wisest. 

In  late  March  we  gave  the  sophomores  a  party  in  return 
for  the  one  they  had  given  earlier  in  the  school  year.  The 
theme  of  the  party  was  School  Daze  (spelled  D-A-Z-E).  The 
boys  did  look  so  sweet  and  innocent  in  the  chorus  line  — 
especially  with  their  short  pants  and  big  bow  ties.  Golly, 
dear  diary,  we  never  did  find  out  where  Harvey  got  the 
courage  to  sweep  his  sweetheart  into  his  arms  when  he 
played  the  part  of  the  romantic  janitor  in  our  skit.  He’d 
never  think  of  such  a  thing  during  rehearsals. 

During  the  last  few  months  of  school  that  year,  we  went 
our  freshmanly  way,  while  the  sophisticated  seniors  went 
their  merry  way  in  preparing  for  their  graduation.  Oh  — 
would  we  EVER  be  seniors? 


Dear  Diary, 

Back  to  school  again  —  but  as  sophomores.  It  was  great 
seeing  all  of  our  pals  and  hearing  about  summer  experiences. 
However,  it  wasn’t  long  before  we  were  in  the  swing  of 
homework  and  intensive  studying. 

Soon  we  elected  our  class  officers.  Bob  Kilpatrick  was 
president,  Herbert  Hunt,  vice  president,  Joan  Myers,  secre¬ 
tary,  and  Betsy  Bond  was  elected  treasurer. 

On  the  evening  of  October  16,  William  Chapman, 
better  known  to  us  as  "Skip”,  was  Master  of  Ceremonies  at 
our  Barn  Dance  that  we  gave  for  the  freshmen.  Both  round 
and  square  dancing  kept  the  students  in  a  lively  spirit.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  entertainment  some  of  our  girls  did  the  Charleston  — 
and  quite  a  dance  it  was.  With  the  assistance  of  our  class 
advisors:  Mr.  Harland  Cass,  Mr.  Stephen  Romaine,  Miss 
Mary  Caffrey,  and  Miss  Ann  Duffy,  our  party  was  a  real  hit. 

Fall  arrived  and  brought  with  it  two  disabled  sopho¬ 
mores!  Our  first  casualty  was  Larry  Morse,  who  had  a  broken 
leg.  When  he  came  back  to  school  supported  by  his  crutches, 
all  of  us  kept  an  eye  out  for  him  and  made  sure  we  didn’t 
collide  with  him,  especially  on  the  stairs.  Lo  and  behold!  We 
just  got  Larry  under  control  when  Bill  Krawski  had  an 
accident;  his  foot  was  injured  and  he  too  appeared  at  school 
with  all  the  paraphernalia  that  accompanies  such  a  happen¬ 
ing.  By  about  that  time  one  was  not  keeping  with  the  fad 
unless  he  had  crutches  and  a  cast.  Well,  at  least  the  boys 
had  a  good  excuse  for  being  late  to  class!  ! 

That  year  Ellsworth  had  representatives  in  many  activi¬ 
ties.  Bob  McClatchey,  bass,  was  sent  to  the  All-State  Chorus, 
which  held  its  festival  at  the  Bushnell  Memorial  in  Hartford. 
The  Junior  Red  Cross  was  getting  a  start  at  E.M.H.S.  in 
1952;  Betsy  Bond  and  Bob  McClatchey  were  chosen  to  rep¬ 
resent  our  school  at  regional  and  local  meetings.  New 
Britain  was  the  scene  of  a  girls’  Field  Day;  several  girls  from 
our  class  attended  the  get-together. 

In  February  the  Freshman-Sophomore  party  was  held. 
A  good  time  was  had  by  all. 

Our  annual  Pops  Concert,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Antonina  Dziob,  featured  several  of  our  talented  sophomores. 
Bob  McClatchey  soloed  on  the  accordion;  Larry  Morse  and 
Marjorie  Stratton  appeared  in  a  clarinet  ensemble;  Paul  Frost 
was  our  vocalist,  and  Nina  Aleshin  and  Linda  Grant  ap¬ 
peared  as  piano  accompanists  for  the  choruses. 

June  rolled  around  and  a  sigh  of  relief  could  be  heard 
throughout  the  school,  as  the  summer  vacation  lay  before  us. 

September  8,  1954 

Dear  Diary, 

This  was  to  be  our  junior  year  —  so  jam  packed  with 
activities.  Our  class  elected  president.  Bob  McClatchey;  vice 
president,  Paul  Frost;  secretary,  Linda  Grant;  and  treasurer, 
Diane  Neild,  to  represent  us  on  the  Student  Council. 
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Harvey  —  A  Janitor!

Speaking  of  the  Student  Council  —  how  can  any  of 
us  forget  the  discussion  of  Bermuda  skirts?  Yes,  and  quite 
the  discussion  it  was.  After  modeling  and  learning  the 
length  of  the  skirts,  the  council  decided  that  the  outfits  were 
for  sportswear  and  not  school. 

On  November  19,  after  days  of  twisting  and  pulling  wire 
coathangers  and  being  coached  by  our  advisors.  Miss  Ann 
Duffy  and  Miss  Mary  Caffrey,  extreme  art  lovers,  we  managed 
to  create  an  artistic  effect  in  the  gym  for  our  Junior  Dance 
which  was  called,  "Autumn  Mobiles”.  Bob  Thibodeau  was 
general  chairman  of  the  event.  Students  danced  under  the 
revolving  mobiles  to  the  music  of  the  Moonlighters. 

Before  we  knew  it.  May  was  just  a  couple  of  months 
away,  so  under  the  direction  of  our  Co-Chairmen,  Jean 
Moore  and  Bob  Kilpatrick,  plans  were  under  way  for  our 
biggest  and  most  wonderful  event  of  the  year  —  our  Junior 
Prom  —  our  "Garden  of  Mist”.  Busily  and  faithfully  we 
worked  in  the  attic,  the  birthplace  of  our  breath-taking  dec¬ 
orations.

Of  course,  it  had  to 
happen  —  and  it  did.  Diane  Neild,  a  prominent  and  active 
junior,  was  accused  and  convicted  of  walking  on  the  front 
steps. 

Decked  out  in  a  suitable  outfit  provided  by  the  generous 
senior  class,  Diane  was  inspired  by  her  classmates  and  con- 
victors  to  scrub  on.  She  surely  was  a  good  sport.

In  fact,  the  morning  after  the 
game  the  bell  even  rang  five  or  ten  minutes  later  than  usual 
because  so  much  excitement  filled  the  halls  of  E.M.H.S. 

Bill  Dezso,  Andy  Johndrow,  Jack  Rose,  who  was  chosen 
as  one  of  the  All-State  Basketball  team  members  from  Ells¬ 
worth,  and  Doug  Ziegra  were  among  the  participants  of  our 
championship  game. 

Soccer  and  baseball  led  by  our  lettermen,  Lenny  Ander¬ 
son,  Skip  Chapman,  Bill  Dezso,  Harvey  Della  Bernarda, 
Peter  Files,  Andy  Johndrow,  Larry  Lyman,  Bob  McClatchey, 
Jack  Rose,  Anthony  Stephen,  and  Doug  Ziegra,  also  stand 
out  in  our  minds  as  having  roused  much  spirit. 

Our  girls  too  did  their  share  in  the  field  of  sports.  Ruth 
Jurgelas,  Sandy  Javorski,  and  Lillian  Repak,  lettermen,  led 
our  girls’  basketball  team  on  to  victory  many  a  time,  while 
Bev  Byrnes  and  Linda  Grant  actively  did  their  part  as 
managers. 

One  of  our  biggest  treats  of  the  year  was  a  supper  given 
to  the  girls’  and  boys’  basketball  teams  by  the  Rockville  Elks 
Club.  Everybody  had  a  simply  luscious  meal  which  was 
followed  by  a  few  short  speeches  and  the  presentation  of  a 
plaque  to  the  Ellsworth  Champs;  how  we  did  sympathize 
with  Miss  Jean  Janelle,  girls’  coach,  when  she  was  asked 
to  make  a  small  speech  on  the  spur  of  the  moment! 

All  Ellsworth  Night  was  the  evefit  that  concluded  our 
championship  season.  University  of  Connecticut  basketball 
coach  and  former  E.M.H.S.  coach,  Hugh  S.  Greer,  was  the 
guest  speaker.  The  team  and  cheerleaders  were  presented 
their  trophies  which  will  always  commemorate  Ellsworth’s 
fine  and  outstanding  championship  team  of  1955.

The  year  ended  and  we  saw  the  seniors,  most  of  whom 
were  our  close  friends,  graduate.  At  that  moment  we  felt 
that  we  had  a  great  responsibility,  task  and  honor  ahead  of 
us  —  it  was  that  of  being  a  member  of  the  senior  class  at 
Ellsworth  Memorial  High  School. 

September  7,  1955 

Dear  Diary, 

A  beautiful  day,  excited,  anxious  students  and  the  eighty- 
five  glorious  seniors  topped  off  our  first  day  of  the  school  year 
—  the  last  high  school  year  for  our  class. 

Rooms  24  and  25  belonged  to  the  seniors  this  year  with 
Miss  Ann  Duffy  and  Mrs.  Esther  Bond  advising  each  respec¬ 
tively.  The  school  population  as  a  whole  was  much  smaller 
this  year  because  of  the  splitting  of  East  and  South  Windsor 
students  —  all  but  the  seniors. 

Immediately  we  began  our  busy  but  most  wonderful  year 
at  Ellsworth.  Our  class  officers:  Bob  McClatchey,  president; 
Bob  Kilpatrick,  vice  president;  Nancy  Eraize,  secretary;  and 
Ellen  Smith,  treasurer,  had  their  jobs  on  the  Student  Coun¬ 
cil.  The  yearbook  edited  by  Harvey  Della  Bernarda  got 
into  full  swing.  The  S.C.H.E.  too  was  led  by  seniors, 
Margaret  Collins  and  Barbara  Csaszar. 

More  elections  took  place  in  the  senior  class.  Jean  Moore 
and  Bill  Krawski  were  chosen  as  class  prophets;  Judy  Wood- 
mansee  and  Harold  Schortman  were  Will  writers  and  Linda 
Grant  was  elected  as  Class  Historian. 

On  Eriday,  September  30,  Autumn  Leaves  was  the  theme 
of  our  Senior  Get-Together.  With  Marjorie  Higgins  as  gen¬ 
eral  chairman  and  Bill  Krawski  as  Master  of  Ceremonies, 
our  party  was  a  huge  success.  Ereshman  queen,  petite  Pattie 
Pola,  and  handsome  freshman  king,  Donald  Burr,  were 
chosen  and  crowned  by  the  senior  class  officers. 

Mr.  Verne  "Davy  Crockett”  Olsen  was  a  great  sport  dur¬ 
ing  our  gala  entertainment.  I  wonder  what  ever  did  give 
Mr.  Olsen  away. 

October  brought  in  with  it  a  full  soccer  schedule.  Even 
though  we  did  not  play  in  the  tournament,  we  had  quite  a 
successful  season  and  ended  with  a  record  of  five  wins,  three 
losses,  and  one  tie.  The  backing  of  spirit  must  be  credited 
largely  to  five  of  our  senior  cheerleaders  Jean  Moore,  cap¬ 
tain,  J^dy  Woodmansee,  Ardelle  Smith,  Carol  Kerkins,  and 
Diane  Neild. 

The  last  game  against  Suffield  ended  in  tragedy  for  the 
Bobcats,  however.  One  of  our  classmates,  Anthony  Stephen, 
fullback  on  the  team,  suffered  a  broken  leg.  We  certainly 
missed  Tony  around  school  but  heard  he  was  very  content 
at  the  Hartford  Hospital  with  all  the  pretty  nurses  to  help 
him  along. 

Ah,  yes,  this  too  was  the  year  of  the  feet-tiring,  knuckle¬ 
bruising  magazine  campaign.  On  a  calm  Monday  morning 
we  all  gathered  in  the  cafeteria  to  meet  Mr.  Davis  of  the 
Curtis  Publishing  Company.  Details  and  information  flew; 


gleaming  eyes  gazed  at  prizes,  and  ears  perked  up  at  the 
sound  of  $5101.00  —  our  goal!  So  much  fun  and  interest 
prevailed  in  the  cafeteria  during  those  45  minutes  that  the 
determination  of  the  seniors  was  to  sell  magazines,  maga¬ 
zines,  and  more  magazines  and  to  get  money!  Competition 
began  between  Room  25,  co-captained  by  Bev  Byrnes  and 
Bill  Dezso  boosted  by  veteran  campaigner,  Mrs.  Esther  Bond, 
and  Room  24,  led  by  Jean  Moore  and  Larry  Morse  with  Miss 
Ann  Duffy  advising. 

For  two  weeks  eyes  were  glued  to  the  progress  chart. 
Day  after  day  the  co-captains  —  sometimes  with  sleep  still 
in  their  eyes  —  could  be  seen  counting,  totaling  and  figuring 
the  daily  returns.  Finally  the  day  came.  We  really  wrapped 
the  campaign  up  in  fine  shape!  The  winning  team  of  Room 
25  and  the  successful  Room  24  had  gone  over  their  indivi¬ 
dual  goals  to  reach  the  sum  total  of  $6321.65.  That  gave  us 
a  profit  of  $2144.39  towards  our  Washington  trip.  This 
amount  was  the  most  ever  brought  in  by  any  senior  class  in 
the  history  of  the  campaign  at  Ellsworth  High.  The  hard 
work  of  the  campaign  was  over  and  the  four  top  salesmen 
were  announced  as  Jack  Rose,  Larry  Morse,  Sandy  Javorski, 
and  Linda  Grant. 

The  reward  for  reaching  our  goal  was  a  trip  to  New  York 
City  for  the  co-captains ,  of  the  winning  team,  Ellen  Smith, 
class  treasurer,  Kathleen  Kissane  whose  name  was  drawn 
from  the  winning  team  and  Mr.  Adams.  Mr.  Davis  drove 
them  to  the  big  city  and  gave  them  a  fabulous  time. 

Francis  Nason  —  an  actor!  That  he  is!  He  was  featured 
in  the  leading  male  role  in  Coach  McMillan’s  play.  Tea. 

Soap  Opera,  directed  by  Mrs.  Esther  Bond,  proved  Judy 
Greer,  Marian  Hewes,  Paul  Frost,  Ruth  Jurgelas,  and  Sandy 
Javorski  to  be  shining  stars. 

Mr.  Verne  Olsen  presented  his  actors  in  his  own  play. 
Whose  Turn  Next?  Joan  Myers,  Francis  Chester,  Paula  Ban¬ 
croft,  and  Lillian  Repak  carried  out  the  hilarious  'picture¬ 
taking’  theme  very  well. 

And  so  perhaps  Ellsworth  will  again  carry  on  its  own 
little  theatre  —  if  so,  we  are  proud  to  have  been  a  part  of 
its  rebirth. 

And  so  on  went  our  final  weeks  at  Ellsworth  —  just  as 
we  had  begun  —  happy  and  hard-working. 

During  these  past  four  years  the  class  of  ’56  has  gained 
much  knowledge  here  at  school;  but  to  me  the  most  im¬ 
portant  and  obvious  reward  for  our  hard  work  at  E.M.H.S. 
is  the  friendships  and  close  relationships  that  have  grown 
among  classmates  and  teachers. 

Now,  dear  diary,  I  will  close.  Time  will  fleet  by,  and 
each  one  of  us  will  go  his  own  way,  but  never  will  we  forget 
our  Ellsworth  friends  and  traditions  which  have  grown  to 
be  a  part  of  us.
